Shrine. Description: outside doors are finished in black mir- 
ror lacquer, with decorations of sixteen petaled chrysanthe- 
mums and Kiri leaves in rich gold. They are folding doors, 
hanging on twenty elaborately and tastefully engraved and 
chased hinges. Richly carved brass trimmings are conspicu- 
ously displayed on corners and listwork. A large antique 
lock, mounted on tastefully engraved trimmings, with two 
brass knobs above and two below, gives the whole a very ap- 
tique appearance. Shrine stands on base, divided into two 
drawers anda slide, richly decorated in flower design on 
black mirror lacquer ground ; handles on drawers and knob 
on slide made of brass, beautifully engraved. A hymn book, 
printed on heavy gold stained rice paper and bound in black 
flexible skin binding, is found in a large wooden box, taste- 
fully decorated in gold on black mirror lacquer ground. 
This box is generally kept in one of the drawers of the base. 
The reverse side of outside doors is finished in rich gold and 
mirror gold lacquer and handsomely engraved brass trim- 
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mings. The inside doors are made of wooden lattice work, 
interlaced with thin gray silk and finished in gold lacquer. 
Above entrance and inside. these doors an elaborate wood 
carving, reaching from either side and about three to four 
inches from top, is suspended, representing Chinese home 
life. The proportions in this carving, as well as in the whole 
work, is very accurate. Against rear wall and enshrouded in 
richly carved halo stands Buddha on a pedestal representing 
the lotus flower. On either side of Buddha stands one of 
his attendants encircled in richly engraved halos. Immedi- 
ately in front of Buddha is seen the brass incense burner, a 
most beautiful specimen of art sculpture, standing on an 
elaborately carved wooden tabourette. On either side of 
this burner is seen a gigantic flower vase, richly and beauti- 
fully engraved and chased, and directly in front of each at- 
tendant stands a large brass candlestick, gracefully modeled 
into the shape of a tall vase. ‘The above pieces and figures 
are standing on a balcony, the canopylike ceiling of which is 
supported by large columnsor pillars. This ceiling is finished 
in a beautiful oriental geometrical design in high relief, and 
the columns are connected by richly carved wooden work. 
A gracefully designed banister, reaching from walls on either 
side as far as either flower vase, is erected on the edge of the 
balcony. The support under balcony is of a beautifully de- 
signed open work in the form of a rich cluster of flowers of 
_ richly carved open work. Three richly ornamental six- 
pronged anchors are seen hanging from ceiling on either side. 
Immediately in front of and below this balcony stands a 
large, beautifully carved altar, on which stand four gongs, 
each on a low, richly carved tabourette. The tone of these ~ 
gongs is round and very mellow, giving forth a beautifully 
weird cord when all are sounded at once. Each of the two 
outside gongs is decorated with a richly chased wreath of 
flowers. Below and immediately in front of this altar stands 
a smaller one, decorated in gold on black mirror lacquer 
ground. On rear of this altar stand two square wooden re- 
ceptacles for offerings, each resting on a high slender base, 
and in front two brass offering receptacles in the shape of 
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shallow bowls, each resting on a high slender base. The 
latter receptacles are somewhat smaller than the former. On 
either side of this altar stand three basket-shaped offering 
receptacles on tall hexagonal tabourettes, each of a different 
size. Suspended from the ceiling on either side of the en- 
trance are two gigantic hanging lamps, made of elaborately 
carved and chased brass. The lamps proper, being the shape 
of shallow bowls, are suspended between the tails of two Ho-o 
birds of graceful design and beautiful workmanship. Instead 
of chains, the lamps are hanging on beautifully carved floral 
wreaths. The whole is finished in rich gold and mirror gold 
lacquer ground, with the exception of the floor and smaller 
altar, which are finished in gold lacquer decorations on black 
mirror lacquer ground. Below floor and between shrine and 
base is a beautifully decorated frontage in carved wood and 
brass, finished in rich gold lacquer. The design of the “ six- 
teen-petaled chrysanthemum” being the imperial crest, no 
one may use this design for decorative purposes without the 
special and express permit by the Mikado, and for that reason 
it may be said with some authority that this shrine was made 
to the order of some privileged person, entitled to the use of 
the imperial crest as a decoration. The shrine is an exact 
reproduction on a small scale of one of the most famous Bud- 
dhist temples of Japan; dimensions, 77 x 324.x 46 inches.

Cloisonne Vase by Kume. Design of falcon in blossoming 
plum tree in white on bluish green ground; height, 114 
inches ; design and form of this vase is very artistic and 
graceful, showing the high standing of this artist.

975- Old Wood Carving. Subject, group of turtles; by Tadakazu. 
This carving represents a pyramid of turtles, with a large 
turtle as base and seventeen different sized turtles climbing 
one on another, forming pyramid. Every detail is carefully 
observed, even to the outlines on the shells, eyes, claws, etc., 
and unquestionably this is the finest piece of wood sculpture 
in this collection ; height, 5# inches. 

Note: Tadakazu was a great sculptor, who never used any 
other subjects than turtles in different positions, and who 
therefore reached a very high degree of perfection on this 
particular subject. He died several years ago, and his works 
are very highly prized by connoisseurs all over the world. - 

976. Ivory Carving by Shimmin. Subject, young lady carrying bas- 
ket of fruit. This carving is very carefully executed, the de- 
sign of the Obi. being very neatly worked and the basket 
and fruit very neatly executed. The position of the main 
figure, as well as the draping of the robe, is very happily 
chosen ; height, 54 inches. 


977. Old Ivory Carving by Koraku. Subject, New Year dancing. 
This carving represents two figures, the one in the standing 
position called Taiyu, and the other kneeling called Saizo. 
The New Year dancers appear outside of every door on New 
Year’s day, extending greetings in song and dance. Every 
particular in this carving is marvellously skilfully executed, 
even to the design on robes and on the. tiny fan in the hand 
of Taiyu. The happy expression of the faces is particularly 
well portrayed ; height, 44 inches. 

978. Embroidered Screen by lida, of Kioto. Four-fold; wisteria, 
lillies, peonies, chrysanthemums and roses beautifully em- 
broidered in silk on golden brown satin, and handsomely

senting Chinese wise men and musical instrument in garden, 
‘the design being carved and partly finished with gold and 
silver; base in design representing Dog Foo, partly carved 
and partly finished with gold and silver. Inside of doors 
decorated with two figures representing Nio, or two kings as 
sentinels, partly chased and partly finished with gold and 
silver. Over entrance is a Tennin, or angel, carrying -lotus 
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flower and floating in cloud. The floor is beautifully chased 
in design of lotus flower. Inside is a Shari stand, the stand 
proper being in the form of a sacred drum standing on a 
bowl in shape of a lotus flower and surrounded by fire. This 
stand contains three Shari stones, which, being sacred, are 
very precious.
